paln, which itches av if ono oould tear the 
part to pioces. The above may need reducing 
for young ohildren. Make it weak at firat, 
ond add graing of tho salt uotil tt is strong 
enough togivo relicf, A dessert spoonful of 
eweot oil taken daily is eaid to drive tho 
poison out of the blood, but three severe 
oases werd oured without it by the acid 
alone.

EUMOPEAN ARMIES. 


Miltary Strength of Various Continental 
Countrics. 

Tho recont nowspaper war between Ger- 
many and Russia having given riee to many 
speculations concerning tho offensive and 
defensive power of goveral European btates, 
some particulars respecting various armies 
which have been farnished to mo on good 
Quthority may bo read with interost at this 
moment. To begin with Gormany, the reor- 
ganization of that army was fully carried out 
in 1866, since which time the annual recruit- 
ing bas produced 1,800,000 men. After 
making duo deductions for doad, sick, eto., 
the strength of tho German army may now 
be fairly put at 1,250,000 men of the line, and 
tho reserves and the Firet Landwehr, all of 
whom aro thoroughly drilled and roady to 
enterthe field at any moment, Those men 
are of various ages, from 20 to 82 years, 
Besides those, the German Government can 
call out the Second Landwehr and the Land- 
starm, which inoludes all tho drilled soldiers 
from 82 to 50 years of oge, These would, 
after making due deduction, number 1,300,000 
men. All these 2,550,000 soldiora can be 
marched in 24 hours after their being called 
out, as all the Quartermaster's arrangements 
aro made in time of pcaca to enable this to 
be done, From this total must bo deducted 
200,000 for the fortresses, 150,000 for the 
coasts and against Denmark, and 100,000 for 
depots; 6o that 2,100,000 men are available 
for real warfare, and the last of whom would 
only require a fortnight at the most to be on 
the frontiers, The border fortifications on 
the French eide are completely finished and 
are fally armed, They are furnished with 
large stores of provisions, and communicate 
with the interior of the country by moans of 
good railways. Franco has, of course, good 
fortresses also on the German frontior, and 
these oro strengthened by smallor barricading 
forte, but, in addition to the fact that they 
will not be completed and in thorough work- 
ing order before 1$81, Germany hag the 
advantego of a convex frontier which would 
facilltute concentric attacks, such ag aro 
regarded by military authorities as the most 
sucoosefal, The strength of the French army 
is, on paper, 3,600,000 men, but Sir Garnet 
Wolseley, as well as other authorities, calcu- 
latos it a8 only about 1,800,000, among whom 
fire more than 600,000 undrilled men, Bo- 
sides this, the state of the territorial army 
and the Garde Mobile is so doubtfal that 
Franco is considered to have ready forthe 
boginning of a war not more than 1,000,000, 
of whom 400,000 must be deducted for 
garrisons, etc., leaving 600,000 really available 
for action, Russia's force although given on 
paper at 1,800,000 men, cannot, as was 
explained at the beginning of the recent 
diapute, exceed 400,000 men on the German 
feonticer.—Vienna Correspondencs of the Lon 
don Standard,

The Inductive Action of Lightning—A 
Note trem Professor Mayer, 


To the Editor of tho Svtentiflc American: 


Astoniahing as is the fact of the concentra- 
tion of the power of a lightning flash into 
such a minute Interval, yot, as wonderfal is 
tho extent of the earth’s surface affected by 
it; as will be seen from the following experi- 
ments of the writer, never before published : 
A galvanometer consists of a delicately 
suspended magnetic needle surrounded by a 
coil of copper wire, through which a current 
of eleotricity can pass; whenever this 
passage takes place the needle rapidly turns 
around its point of euspension. This being 
understood, I connected one end of the wire 
coil of the galvanometer with the wator 
pipes of Baltimore, while the other end of 
the wire coil waa joined to a gas pipe of the 
house which is situated in the northwestern 
part of the city. Thus a vast system of 
metalio wires atretched a threo miles to 
the northy to the reservoir, and also 
extended to the gas works, distant two to 
three miles to the southeast.

An Important Project on Foot at Last 
—Ningarn Walls and their Reforma.

Pordee, Hon. O. F, Fraser, and Hon. A. 8, 
Hardy, procecded to tho Falla for the purpose 
of going over tho ground proposed to be In- 
cluded in tho reserve, proliminary to,meeting 
tho Commission of tho Now York State 
Logialaturo appointed to confer with thom as 
to the project of haylug tho grounds on either 
side ofthe Falls bought and formed into an 
International!

DEADWOOD IN ASHES, 

An Extensive Confingration Yesterday— 
Neorly Two Mundred Buildlogs 
stroyed, 

Deapwoop, Montana,—At two o'clock this 
morning a fire broke out, which consumed al- 
moat the entire business portion of tho city, 
Thousands are homeless and in a dostitute 
condition, and tho loes is roughly estimated 
at $1,500,000 to $2,000,000; little or no in- 
surance. 

One hundred ond cighty-five buildings woro 
Inidin ashes. The firo department was a 
very inefliclent one, and the fire spread with 
wonderful rapidity, All along its course tor- 
rific explosions of gunpowder, petroleum and 
liquor wero frequent, Buildings were blown 
intoatoms. The hook and ladder apparatus 
and hose carriage wore the firat to burn, 
leaving nothing but a few feet of worthless 
hose with which to battle the doyouring ele- 
ment, Tho now water worka wore put to their 
full capacity, but with littlo success in snb- 
duing tko flames, on account of the scarcity 
of water, Tho hill sides were almost 

solld sheet of flame, and water 
from the boulder ditch could not bo 
had, otherwise considerable property would 
probably have been saved, as the ditch ran 
almost directly over the worst spot. The 
wildest excitement prevailed on account of 
the foarful force of the flames. People 
thought of little besides saving their own 
lives, Hundreds eroaped with only their 
night clothes on and every team within 
miles of tho city has been called into service 
to help save what could be got out. 

‘here are probably 2,000 people homologs 
and many are destitute, 

The fire is still burning, but all its material 
is exbausted and there js no danger of its 
spreading unless an unfayorablo chango in 
the wind occurs,

BARRIE ASSIZES. 


The Mulmur Marder—Trial of Chester 
Monroe for Killing Thomas Cook— 
The Prisoner Found Guilty and Sen- 
1 to be Manged on the 17th of 
October. 

Banwie, Ootario—The criminal business 
ofthe Bimooo Fall Assizes was commenced 
on Friday before Mr, Jastico Armour. Mr, 
Crerar prosecuted on behalf of the Grown. 

Tho first case was the Malmur maorder. 
Chester Monroe, a respectable looking man, 
sixty years of age, middling tall, and by no 
means of an angry, but on the very contrary, 
wearing & poncoful demeanor, was placed in 
the dock. Mr. Lount, Q. 0., defended tho 
prisoner. The prisoner was indicted for bay- 
ing on the 20th June, 1879, foloniously, wil- 
fay, and of malice aforethonght killed and 
mardered one Thomas Cookin the Township 
of Malmur. 

Tho prisoner, whon arraigned last Tacsday, 
pleaded not guilty, 

From the evidence given to-day it appears 
thaton the evening of the 20th of Jone 
the prisoner, Chester Monroe and his wile, 
were on their way home from Mansfield when 
the deceased Thos, Cook overtook them, and 
said he would go to their house and have 
some tea, While Mra. Monroe was pouring 
out the tea, Oook put his hand on her 
broast, The priaonor told him that was 
enough of that work; that he was woloome 
to his tea, but must keep his bands to him 
self, Deceased wanted to know whore he 
bad his hande, Monroo sald, ‘* You know 
yourself that they .were on my wife's 
breast.” Cook eprang from the table 
and «ald, ‘It is a lie.” His fists were 
clinched, and he looked as if he meant 
fight, He was told to stand back, 
but ho still advanced with his right hand 
drawn back, as ifto atrike o blow. Is was 
thon that the prisoner took down a double- 
barrelled gun and shot Cook, as he (the 
paisoner) saysin sel{-defenco, After haying 
committed the deed Monroe went and told 
Oook's father, who had the body removed to 
his own house. The prisoner toen left for 
Rosemont to give himself up,

Life and Character of the Ill fated Envoy 
at Cabul, 


The London Daily News of Sept. 9 glves 
these few particulars about the lete Mojor 
Cavagnari, who was slaughtered by the 
Afghen matineers at Cabal: 

“Sir Louis Pierre Napoleon Cavagrari was 
the son of a French officer who occupied the 
honorable position of private secretary to 
Napoleon I, went into exile with him into 
Elba, and. was with him on tho field of 
Waterloo. After the fall of Napoleon he 
came to this country and married an Irish 


lady, His son, tho lato Sir L. P. N. 
Cavagnari, kecamo a naturalized Eng- 
lishman, and, baving been educated 


at one of the English military colleges, at 
sixteen went to India and for the greater part 
of the last sixteen yoars he has been resident 
in the Panjaub as an Assistant Commis- 
sioner, As an instance of the esteem in 
which bo was held by the Hillmen, it may be 
remembered that when, with a few Lancers, 
he rode up to the month of the Khyber Pass 
as the avant courrier of she ill-starred mission 
which the Viceroy was bent on forcing upon 
the Afghans, the commandant at Ali-Musjid 
said that ho had rofrained from firing upon 
the party, as he had orders to do, solely on 
socount of the loader being Oavagnari.

“Sir Louis Cavagnari was ono of thozo 
few men created by nature to make their 
mark in the world’s history. Utterly un- 
English in his aspect, hia manner, his 
style of thought,‘and his character of action, 
ho recalled the Uontinental diplomatists of 
the moyen age. It has been generally 
assumed at Poshawar for years back that it 
was only a question of time when Oavagnari 
should be assarsinated, as had been Mackeson, 
Macdonald, and so many others who had been 
his predecesgors in the perilous, facinating 
career of frontier management. A slight man, 
of rather feeble physique, but with an eyo like 
& two-edged sword, ho never carried arms, 
differing in this from John Nicholson, who 
always had a pistol on his writing-table, and 
when, at on interviow, a Hillman or an 
Afghan waxed traculent, took care to soouro 
tho first trick in the game. Oavagnari 
(writes a correspondent), although he never 
losea his temper, can, on occasion, hit wonder- 
fally straight fromthe shoulder, [remember 
ones riding with him to an appointment he 
had made with some Afridis to settle some 
vexed land question, Iremained on tho road 
whils ho, alone, in the centre of about adozen 
stalwart roffians, armed to the oye-brows, 
walked round the flold. Presently the 
loud, angry accents of a dispute 
reached my ears, Tho Afridis 
were surrounding Oavagnari, gosticulating 
with passionate yehemence, some with hands 
on their daggers. Onvagnari stood quiet, 
perfootly foarloss, utterly impaselye. Sadden- 
ly I saw tho biggest of tho Afridis go down 
like a bullock, and Cavagnari, with unrafiled 
composure, returning his hand into his 
pocket, He had knocked tho roflian down, 
aud tho swift thoroughness of the act cowed 
the flercs Hillmen, About half way on the 
return journey, Cavagnari remarked, apolo- 
Rotlcally, ‘Is was absolutely necessary, 
Please don’t think I lost my temper; 1 was 
perfectly cool; but I was forced to maintain 
my ascondency ;’ and then he added medita- 
tively, ‘and I wanted also to save my life,’

Cont in Manitoba, 


Among the exhibita sent by Manitoba to 
the Provincial Fair at Ottawa, and which 
will be shown et the Groat Central Bxhibi- 
tion in this city on Thursday and Friday 
next, are #pecimens of coal from tho Sas- 
katchewan country, somowhat soft and im. 
perfect in fossilization, say tho reports, but 
atill combustible coal. Wo are told by the 
Emerson International that parties at Bis. 
marck, in Dakota, are opening o coal mine 
about twenty five miles west of that place, 
whore the voin is four feet thick, and expect 
to ley down coal in Bismarck at $5,26 per ton, 
Very fino epeolmens of lignite from the 
Souris iver, a stream flowing into the Assi- 
niboine about 160 wiles northwest of 
Emerson, have led to tho formation of a 
company to begin mining there next year. 
Tho country west of the Missourl River 
abounds in coal beds, Avwriter in the paper 
named, in making a trip across the country 
Iget fall to the Yellowatone Valley, frequently 
observed beds of coal cropping ont from the 
banks of tho streams and the sides of ravines, 
Those same formations extend north of the 
international boundary lino. Tho Winnipeg 
pross think that in a vory fow yeara time a 
railway ranning westward will tap theae coal 
fields and lay down coal at that city at tho 
figure quoted above. The Mennonites have, 
it appeare, offered to grade, free of charge, a 
road from Emerson weetward through their 
rorervo. May their liberality be rowerded, 
and may these important coal measures soon 
bo explored and sucoesefally worked, 


Tum Jonons’ Act Auecupyext Act.—Tho 
attention of township and village munvivipal 
clerks should be given to the Act amending 
the Jarora’ Act, which was passed doring last 
session of Parlianient, and which entirely 
changes the mothod and dates of some of 
the routine for selecting jurors.

O68 800n AS the rotréat following the fight and 
tho burning of Ulundi had boon commenced. 
We know that Gay Dawnay, Lord Downo'a 
brother, who had como up with despatches 
the night before, and so had the luck to be in 
the fight, was undor orders to return to the 
frontier with despatches tho fame night (that 
of tho 4th). Wo wished to send telegrams by 
him #0 a8 to oneure thoir being forwarded 
carly and speedily, I hod finiehed by halt 
past five and then I went to headquarters 
with my packet, intondiog to hand it over to 
Dawnay, whom I oxpected to find waiting to 
start. To my surprise Colonel Croalock told 
mo that headquarters wero not dispatching a 
courier that night, and Lord Ohelmsford 
added that they were wailing for accurate 
roturna of tho casualties. I confegal lost 
my tomper, andepoke impaolsively, ‘ Then 
Til start myself at once!" I exclaimed. I 
give youmy word I was not thinking of 
myself, for adespatoh next morning would 
have answered my personal tarn quite as 
woll, nay, better, sincothe delay would havo 
given moro time to elaborato and add to my 
description. It was only Friday night, and 
tho mail from OapsTown for which wo wero 
wont to telegraph from Landman's Drift did 
not sail till Tucsday evoning. What angered 
mo was theapparent aupincness in holding 
over tho despatch of intulligence, tho com. 
munication of which was obviously of the 
deepert importance to Wolseley in viow of 
farther operations on tho other line of 
advance. It iso primary axiom in war 
that intelligence of important eventa should 
be disseminated to all concerned with tho 
utmost swiftnecs; and here way this axiom 
seomingly wantonly ignored. 

I think on the whole I waa sorry I had 
spoken the momontI had spoken. Js was 
already doek, I had boen in the raddle 
almost without food from five o'clock in the 
morning. All my horses had been out, and 
Were no longer frosh. My firet atago (to 
our standing onmmp on tho ridge) would con- 
sist of some fourteen miles through thick 
bueh and broken ground, in close proximity 
tothe grout military kraals burnt on tho 
28th ult. It was all but certain that 
broken groups of Zalus were lurking 
in this bush or poking about among the 
embors of the kravls. A considerable 
movement of troops round both our 
flanke to our rearin tho direction of our 
standing camp had been observed on the 
previous doy. All theee considerations 
flashed across me much more quickly than I 
oan put them on paper, after L had spoken 
the words of self committal; but I had not 
courage enough to retract them, Nor would 
my pride allow mo to agk for “an excort, 
which was not tendered, I volunteered to 
carry’ apy communications which Lord 
Obelmsford might haye ready, ond his 
military eecretary gavo mo a packet which 
ho specified to contain “private telegrams,” 
to be banded In at Landman’s Deift, So I 
eaid adieu to headquarter, and wont to get 
rondy for tho start. 

Many men tried to dirsvado me; my enter. 
prise was freely characteriged as * madnoas” 
and '‘d———d foolhardinesa.” Tivelyn Wood 
waa tho last man to urgo an objection, and 
when that bad no avail he gave me a telegram 
for hie wife, The night was jast falling ag [ 
rode up the etesp, rogced track from tho 
laager into the bush. I was riding a dark 
chestout horse whose pluck and staying 
power I knew well, and I raeant to test both. 
My great effort wae to traversa ag much 
ground as powsible before it got quite dark, 
for I did not liko the interval of piichy dark. 
ness beforo tho racon should rise about eight 
o'clock. 8 oT vent tho chestont along of bis 
beat paca, It waa o graeeome ride,and I would 
sooner be ekot ot fortwo hours ata stretch 
than doit again, ‘here was no road, only 4 
confazion of waggon track through the long 
grase, made by our vebicles in their advances. 
Everywhere the bash, in detached clympa 
some ten feet high, clustered thick sround 
and among theso tracks, I daron’t smoke 
for feur the striking of o match might per 
chance betray mo. All that there was left 
for mo wad to trust to luck, see that the flap 
of my rovolvor case waa open, and keep the 
good horée's hoad straight. 

On we went, down into black gullies, where 
half a regiment might have jain hbiddev, 
through little patches of tall thorn brake, 
whose prickles tore my clothes and lacsrated 
my ekin, stumbling over fallen trunks,wading

krools surrounding it. Forcoa returned to 
longer before night. Lord Chelmsford to-day 
falls back on standing camp, and means to 
rotiro on Kwomnagwoxa. Has fiftoon doye’ 
rations to good, but grasa failed utterly, 
moatly burnt, everywhere bare, No farthor 
communication from Ketshwayo, who left 
Ulundi on the Srd.” 

Sir Garnet found this message waiting for 
him on arrival from Stanger at Fort Pearson, 
about eundown on the 6 It was ploaeant 
to recive the samo nigh ne following co 
knowledgment :

“Ble Garnot will be muoh obliged if you will

trom Billy Russell aud myself,” 


Noxt morning cam, too, the following 
from Capo Town : 


“Litthton, Capo Towz. 
 Bivowright, Maritzburg, 
“Will you heartily congratulate Forbes for 
Hin Kxovilenoy (Sir Barty Frere) on his growt 
rido from Ulunc 
Isso happoned that but for my pushing 
through, Wolseley, instead of hoaring of the 
Succesa on Saturday evening (tho 5th), would 
not have known of it fortwo days later. On 
the morning of the Oth he quitted Fort Pear- 
ton for Port Darnford, But tho military 
wire to tho latter place had broken down, aut 
Sir Garnet did not receive Lord Chelmeford’s 
despatch (brought downto Landman's Drift 
by Dawnay, and telegraphed on from thence) 
until late on tho 7th inat. 
Tho nuisance was that ina newspaper 
seneo all this spood did me no good. Had 
there been acablo to England it would have 
been a repotition of the old Plovnaand Shipka 
Pass business, but as it was I rather lost by 
it than otherwiso, fora fellow can't bo riding 
And writing at tho same time. I hope, how- 
over, that the Commander-in-Chief’s acknow- 
ledgment of service rendered may ecore as 
entitling me tothe Zola medal, if one be 
granted to the troopa engaged, 
My riding, it appeared, was not yet over, 
On the morning of the 6jh it occurred to 
Gen, Marshall, in command of Landman’s 
Drift—Marshall is about the cloarest-hoaded 
of our chiefe—that sometime might elapso 
before direct communication could be opened 
up between Wolseley and Chelmsford and 
that what I would be able to tell him regard- 
ing details might be of service to the former 
itl wore.o burry through with all epeed to 
Port Darnford. I wasn’t in the best case for 
auothor long ride, it waa true. In the fight 
Thad o thwack on the leg with a spent bullet, 
It had not broken the skin, but mado a 
contuéion, and the long ride had set up not 
& little inflammation, Bus it was not bad 
enough to let it beat o fellow and off I set 
from Landman’s Drift about one in the after- 
noon of the 6th, bent on reaching Pleter- 
maritzbarg, a dietanoa of 170 miles, beforo 
stopping. All that afternoon, evening and 
night I rode on, steudily on, halting only for 
afresh horso, At Ladysmith, at three in 
the morning, I found a genuine good Sama- 
ritan in Bowling, of the 68th, who gave me 
meat and drink, and sent ms on my way 
rejoicing. All next day I jogged on atendily. 
At Esoourt, when I had still sixty milea to 
cover, it began to rain, and the rest of the 
journey was through adeluge. I don't wish 
my Woret enemy a more damnable epell thay 
the ono I had between Howick and Marita- 
burg. LI had borrowed a vehicle, for my leg 
had swe.led too big to ride; it was pitch 
dork; the track lay over a mountain, and 
the mud ond slush averaged w foot doop, 
I don't know how often thas ' spider” and 


I rolled over together in the mad, 
Tt went over mo several times. Olten 
I lost the rosd, and only regained 


it by luck. I walked more than half the 
distanos (fourteen miles) and resched Marilg 
burg at length abont nine o'clock, more dead 
than alive, baviog done the 170 miles from 
Landman'’s Deift in thirty-five boure, without 
a halt longer than halfan hour. I was 
pretty well played out; for trom fouram, 
on the 4th till two o.m, on the 8)b, a period of 
uinety-four hours, I had only six houra eleep. 
I wos such a spectacle of filth and rags that 
thoy would not af firat allow me Into the 
Maritzburg Hotel, and when I crawled round 
to the cfficera' moes one of the oldest friends 


through long rank gragé, alwaya with cara 
cocked, and overy #ongo on its {allest tenaion. 
Several fires were visible through the bush 
{cliage to right and to left, doubtloss the night 
fires of straggling bodies of Zalue. Behind 
mo seothod the Gebenna of the blazing Ul- 
unodi and the other kraala fired that day. 
Pheir Jorid blans helped mo on after dark- 
need fell, which they served to mitigate, 
But of leogth I game toadead halt near the 
region where the two columns damped on their 
march between the ridge of Entongenoni and 
the White Umfaloosi, The multiplicity of 
tracka confascd me, Ibad fairly lout my way. 
I could dimly see close to me the charred 
rollcs of the great Siipand Kraal, and I know 
I must be near a bog, into which, if I strayed, 
my horse o} least would novor emerge. Thera 
was no recourse byt to halt where I was, and 
wait, with what patience I might, for the moon 
to rie. I daresay eho kept her time, but 
I must say I thought her shookingly slow. 
At length tho great digo showed above the 
ridge, and illamined tho basin below, After 
a few caste, I hit off the apoor, and in ten 
mloutes moore wae climbing the opon grassy 
slope that leads up to the standing camp on 
the Entongeneni, Hero the chestnut was 
dong, aud right well bad he done; but Mojor 
Upcher, of tho 24th, who was in command, 
firet ordered Lis men a lot of rum each in 
honor of the good news I brought, and then 
furniohed mo with a frosh horse, and a party 
to guido mo on the deylous way. Stoadily L 
rode on all through the bitter night under tho 
moonlight without adventore Bayo an oooa 
sional missing and recovery of tho road, I 
had an escort for two stages, and then wont 
onalono, I passed within a fow miles of the 
spot whero somo days later the bodies, 
plorosd with saaegal wounds, of poor young 
Soott Douglass and Corporal Cotter, of 
the Lancers, wero found. About foyr 
in tho morning the bliindicg fog came 
down, ond then it was a caso of 
groping for tbe track. Qa the bill above 
Fort Marehall tho fog was to donuo 
that I bad to dismount and feol in tho wot 
grave for tho woggon rats leading down tho 
atoep slope to tho fort, Onco there, dear old 
Colonel! Collingwood gaye rue some tea in the 
groy of tho morning, and sot mo up with a 
freab bores, ‘To make a long atory short, I 
rode into Landman's Drift between two and 
threo In tho afternoon of tho bth, baying 
ridden about 110 rolles, using six horses. It 
was not much of a ride for spood—110 in 
twenty houra; but look at tho delays in 
losing and Hnding the road, in gotting froah 
horeos, oto, IL know that 1 nover halted in 
any one placo moro than half an hour, and 
that I made good epood is ovident from tho 
following fact, After I had loft, Lord Ohelma- 
ford changed his mind, and started off Gay 
Dawnoy, on hour luter, under oacort, with hie 
formal doepatoh. I am nearly threo stono 
hoayler than Dawnay, and weight tolls infor- 
nally on these colonial ponios. Yet Dawnay 
did not reach Landman’s Drift till ton p, m,, 
on tho Oth inet. Leaving the Umfalooal ono 
hour bekind me, he did not reeoh Landman's 
Drift uotil seven hours behind mo, 
M, 

I mado atralght for the tolograph ofllce, and 
knowing that Bivewright, the general manager 
of tho Capo tolegraphs, was in Maritzburg, 
andwas bound to know Wolsoloy’s whoro- 
abouts, whioh I did pot, I sent Sivowrlght tho 
following moennago { " Ploaso acquaint Clifford,

turning tothe Rey. Professor Marks, said: 
‘If we had only had such a house of worship 
In our time, my family would never have 
loft the synagogue,” —Jewish Times.

our own rerpousibility—whothor the carbonio 
acid chamber, the mageive olootrio discharge 
orany other mothod—it is certain that any 
tolontiio mon or commission could yery 
spoedily doviso o prompt and bloodless certain 
modo of execution which should bo free 
from the clumelness ond unoortalnty of 
hanging. ‘Cho rotontion of this ancient rello 
of past barbariam Ja not oreditable to our 
jorieprudonce.—Ziritish Medical Journal,

SUICLDES AND TMEMZ CAUSE. 


Some Remarkablo Statistica. 


‘The official statiatics of suicide in France, 
which appear in duo course every year, are 
always on interesting docament from many 
points of view. Although the orthodox 
belief of Frenchmen is that cach autumn 
about a tithe of the population of London 
drowns itsalf by leaping off London Bridge, 
there are good reasons for the belief that the 
snicides in Paria and other French towns 
exceed in pumber not only those of 
the United Kingdom, but those of any 
other nation of equal giao, ‘ho gross 
return of voluntary deaths for 1877, whioh is 
now published by the Ministere do Jasticv, 
reaches the appalling total of 5,922, being 
fn exosss of 118 over that of the preceding 
yeor, which was itself 832 above that 
of 1875, The tendency to suicide, instead 
of growing more fewble with the prospect 
of somewhat moro prosperous times, con- 
tinues to intensify iteelf, end affords a very 
asrong index as to the state of social focling 
omonget all classes in the country. A little 
nearer glanco at tho ptatistios confirma once 
voore the conclusions already drawn from 
them by philosophio enquirers, hardly oné of 
whose obtablished theorses is disturbed by the 
facta "made known, ‘bua, the idea that the 
go when acts of desperation are most com- 
Mon is botweon twonty-one and forty is again 
Supported by the figures. ‘Tho proportion 
between men and womon remainys, ay it was 
before, in the ratio of four to one, ‘Lhe bache- 
lore ere etill more frequently diapoaed to 
destroy their lives than those who find con- 
solation in the charms of matrimony; 
Whereas the widows and widowers far outrun 
tho unmarricd folk in their suicidal tenden- 
cles. ‘Lhe analysio would not be complete un. 
loss it included a comparison botwoon 
different trades and protessions. Such a 
comparison shows that outolthe 6,922 sni- 
cides, 652 could not be traced to any partiou- 
lor calling; of the remainder, 2,216 belong to 
the agricultural claeses, 1,862 to the indus- 
trial, 867 to the liberal professioar, 545 to 
commeros, and 281 to tho class of domestic 
sorvants. In other words, the percentage 
iv twice as great amongst the literally edu- 
cated classed ag amonget tho induatrial 
and trading populations, and rather higher 
amongat theso latter than inrural districts 
und amongst domoatios. It igs also greater 
in towns than in the country, in the pro- 
portion of 28 to 18 por 100,000 cf the popa- 
lation,

Surmiic, New Brenawick.—This morning a 
fire broke out on Main street abont 11 o'clock 
and has made terrible progress within the 
past three houra, Tho wind, which ia blow- 
ing a gale from the northwest, sends tho 
eparka in showers for hundreds of yards, 
and ag they alight on tho roof of tha 
wooden buildings it is with the greatost difll- 
culty that other fires aro provonted from 
starting up. Harper & Webster's immense 
boot and shoo factory with all its improved 
machipery is destroyed.

ia oloo in ruins. Tho Hall opposite 
tho Waverly House, tho scone of the 
murder of Tim McCarthy, is almoet 


consumed and the Post-oflico is doomed. 
Tho Weldon House {atill stands, but overy- 
thing la being removed from itas rapidly as 
possible, Tho wind etill continues to blow 
hard from the same quarter and there are no 
fire engines to battle withthe flames, Main 
street looks like a blazing doublo line of fire

Adam Tait, J. Smith, W.B. Deacon and 
other property owners loso heavily, None of 
the storekeepoers saved much if any of their 
stook and many residents will be mado 
beggars, The excitement is somothing ter- 
rifio, and no one knows where help can come 
from to stem the torrent of fire, ‘he 
fire is approaching the depot, and every- 
thing is being removed therefrom, Tho 
operator is preparing to remove hia instra- 
ments, andaid is on the way from Moncton 
and other places, 

The railroad authorities aro moeting at 
Moncton to send a body of firemen, engines, 
oto. 

The office of the Moniteur Acadian ia de- 
stroyed. So far the fire has not spread to 
tho district of the town containing the 
churches and finest residences, being con- 
fined to the business portion of the place, 
Tho loss is very heavy and tho ineuranco 
light, 

Tho fire commenced inan unused building 
back of the old Adams Honge, and destroyed 
all the buildings on both sides of Main 
stroot from that point up to the railway 
crossing. The following is a partial list of 
the buildings destroyed: The Adams 
House, P, J. Sweensy’s blacksmith shop, 
Kelly, blacksmith ; Pope's barber shop, Rich- 
urd Moore's store, belonging to Adam Tait; 
the Moniteur Acadian printing office, the 
store of Geo, Pelletier, tho dwelling of M. 
Barns, the storeof EB. J. Smith, the liquor 
saloon of Marshall Casey, the building be- 
longing to Bliss Smith, the building formerly 
naed as an hotel, belonging to Johnston, 
Those building were on the south side of the 
fitrect. Ono the north side of the street 
commencing at the railway wore the following: 
A building J.D. Weldon used as a sample 
room; Deacon's drag store, Landrie’és and 
Richard's law offices, in a building belonging 
to Morse Weldon, Kearney’s Photograph 
Gallery ; Mra. G. Gallan’s millinery estab- 
lishment, D. M. Brown's saloon, belonging to 
Joseph Gallant; store belonging to 
Calias Gallant, jowollers; store be- 
longing to 8. Gallant, store of Melan- 
son &  Horeoes, harress shop of 
M. Gayre, the shoe factory of Harper & 
Webster, the store of John Calder, Smith's 
Hall, Gilbort’s law office, the warehouses 
belonging’to Gizelo, Porler & Calder, and the 
buildings immediately in tho rear of their 
storea wero also destroyed, This comprises 
the ontire business portion of Shediac. Unly 
one store is left, The fire broke out about 
eleven o'clock a.m, and was plainly visible 
in Monoton, Most of the stores contained 
largo stocks of goods. Harpor & Webster's 
ehoo factory was in completo ranning order 
and dving o fino business, Ita loss willbe 
most severely felt inthe town as it gave o 
largo amount of employment to men and 
womon, Tho following is a partial 
liat of tho insurances : Harper & Web- 
ater's, shoo factory stock—National, $1,600;

Black has 
fifty acres of good land of hia own on the 
Ho ie about twenty-ono yoars of 
age, with intolligent featurov, ond has 
received a very fair oducation, aa tho letter 
below indicates. Ho haa beon working in 
the townehip ny a farm hand and as o brick 
yard laborer, Iyarybody spoaks woll of him. 
Rev. Mr, Bontty, tho Preebyterian minister 
who performed the marriage ceremony in 
question, ays of the young man 
in his ovidencsp—*Ho appeared to 
mo to be more intelligent, more 
straightforward—in fact, ho made a better 
appearanco than half of those who do come 
before mo.” Black has been paying atten 
tiond to Francos Margaret Taylor, tho 
daughter of o farmer in the aame township, 
who worked what is called the Mission Karm, 
and algo a farm of hia own not faroff, She 
was born Noy, 18, 1863, consequently sho is 
now within a month of sixtcon years of age. 
She is said to be good looking, of prepossoss- 
ing addrose and of well developed proportions, 
which led the clergyman to believe her to be 
eightoon yeara of ago.

Cardinal Newman agrees with the Pops 
that a Catholic collego might bo established 
in connection with Oxford, but Cardinal 
Manning doos not favor the plan,

But the 
new obief cook, with the beat intentions, 
only enccocded in giving hia ‘ most-all- 
graciousest" liege lord a series of violent 
ottacks of indigestion, Sothe Frenchman 
was reinstated, 

Tho Empororis, indeed, on epicure in every 
sense of tho word—n fact which o certain 
Exeter Hall meeting seemed to be scarcely 
awaro of, His relations toward his august 
consort are evidence of how sincerely ho 
admires and has studied the lifeof his famous 
predecossor, Frederick tho Great. When 
young, ho was renowned for an assiduous and 
honorable devotion toward tho worthbier sex. 

Ono tonet of the Epicurean philosophy he 
has not embraced, for tho Kaiser is extremoly 
religious, He begins overy day by reading 
his Bible, and, emile as ono may when one 
thinks of other facts in his life, it would be 
tho groatost mistake to regard him as a 
crowned /ecksniff, Those despatchos which 
wo all read during the Franco-German war, 
and which praised the Almighty for the 
Prussian victories, wore written in a perfeotly 
honest and believing spirit, and wero, in 
troth, edifying instances of humility, ** Non 
nobis, not unto us, but unto Thy namo give 
the praiso.” Humanity is nothing if not in- 
consistent. 

" Tho Princo of Prussia,” a8 ho was once 
styled, bad the revorso of a reputation for 
hospitality. The truth ia that ho bad a vory 
email allowance, and Prussian traditions 
havo always beon fragal. The Emperor's 
fathor, Frodorick William IIL, lived in the 
Plainest manner; much moro plainly than 
most comfortably-off Borliners, Indeed, the 
old King was rathor amused to soo how his 
own subjects * cut him out.” One day there 
was a very good dioner at tho Palaco, 
fod the King said, with a emile: * It's 
almost good enough for a Privy Councillor.”

When about 
fourteen or fiiteon years old he exchangod 
Jodaism for Christianity, boing baptized in 
the Charoh of St, Andrew's, Holborn, He 
noxt spent a year or two in a lawyer's office 
in tho neighborhoodof Old Jowry and what is 
now Moorgate stroot; andthen before ho was 
twenty-one ho astonished the world by editing 
4 journal of radical sentiments and publish- 
ing tho novel of ** Vivian Groy.”

He 
was in his 73rd year, and for half a century 
past he has been intimately ossociated with 
the faanolal affairs of dashing young Eog- 
lishmon bont on spending their property 
before they camo into it, Ho began life na a 
money-lender in agmall way, and at the time 
of his death ho was engaged in o law suit 
with the trastees of the Duke of Hamilton, 
Brandon and Chatelherault (these are 
not three dukea but one dake) for 
the recovery of about o million of 
dollars alleged not to have been 


properly accounted for during hia manage- 
ment as  nurao” of thoduke's groat but em- 
barragsed estates, It was to Mr. Padwick 
that the magnificent Marquis of Hastings, 
the Inet brilliant young spendthriff who 
ruined himself like a grand seigneur in Eng: 
land, was indebted for the ways and means 
of his financial suicide, One of the mysteries 
of Mr. Padwick’s oareer was tho warm and 
unwavering friendabip with which be has for 
yeare been honored by no lese a pordon than 
the Earl of Benconefield. It isto Lord Bea- 
consfield’s credit that ho bas nover made any 
secrot of hia regard for Mr, Padwick, and in- 
deed has avowed itso openly and proved it 
on occasions go aclidly that no ono thought 
the ramor portioularly unlikely which 
waa put about at the London oluba last year, 
that * Lord Boaconsfield meant to mako Pad. 
wick a peer,” Those who doubted i,doubted 
it only because they thought Padwick would’nt 
care to bs made a peer, As to tho origin of 
this alliance between the great statesman and 
the great monoy-lender, woll attosted tradi- 
tion, likely enough now to be brought to the 
light, avers that Mr. Disraeli, quite at the 
outset of his political career, finding himeolf 
pressed for money, went one day to call on 
Padwick,who know him by sight of course per. 
feotly well,and frankly naked for an advance of 
several thousand pounds for a cortain time, 
When Padwick enquirod what seourity hia 
distinguished cliont bad to cflor, Mr, Disrnell 
quietly waid, The neourity of my ambition 
and my genius.” The two men looked at 
cach other for 4 few moments, when Mr, 
Padwiok said, ** Well, Mr. Disraeli, thia is 
an unbasincgslike sort of trantnotion, bat I 
will think of it, Uould you oall on such o 
day?” Pho day came, Mr. Disraoli mado his 
appearance, mastering a8 well as he could his 
profouod apxlety, and Mr. Padwiok opening 
a portfolio took out and handed him a cheque 
for the required amount.

ono not familiar with the intricacies of social 
scionce. Many vory interesting oesays acd 
pamphlets bayo been written by men who 
have made the biatory of crimea etujy, and 
fo vimilorresearch ioto the causes of pauperism 
would undoubtedly result in much good, 
showing to the managers of charities and 
town authoritiva the whys and whereforea 
ofthe increato of pauporism, and, perhaps, 
aluo givo thom hints ax to tho beat way 
in which to prevent and cure it, Here in 
this olty the theory that pavperism ia

Thoir method is 
to induay all who epring from pauper parents 
to work and learn habits of industry. Ifthey 
fre aysigted by cither the town or the looal 
charities, is is almost certain that they will 
always depend upon them for support and 
will not work fora living anleea thoy sre 
forced todoeo, The investigations in the 
town agent's office show that a large number 
of the people in the alma houso, and out of 
it, who are woekly recipients of the town's 
obarity, and who also receive aid from the 
central office or obaritably disposed persons, 
are sons and daughters of parents who were 
either town paupers or supported by charity, 
Tn other cases only one parent was supported 
by outside ald,and then it wae the case that the 
obildron who most noarly resemble the 
pauper parent were paupers, while thogo re- 
sembling the industrious parent were indus- 
trious children, ‘The results of paupsriem, 
connublal infelicities and family troubles, 
which bring about euch disagreements oa 
rosult in crimes of a greater or less degree, 
aro almost invariably transmitted to fature 
generations, and the researches show this to 
bo the fact in nine cases out of ton, This 
is eyon found to ho the faot in soveral cases 


that have come to light whon tho ocbildren 
fre not awaro of the fact that thoir progeni 
tors were dependent on oharity. Tho taint 
of pauperism rung in tho blood and must be 
educated out of tho syatem or else it can 
pover be conqnerod. Another fact has been 
discovered by the rosearchos, and one that is 
universal and indisputable. A child of pauper 
poronts nover makes a good father or mother, 
and a marriage botwoen two of that clave is 
absolutely certain to result in abject misery, 
on uobappy union, equalid poverty and, 
usually, a large family, that has to bo sup 
ported by obarity, ‘he homes of such fami- 
lies aro no homys at all; ond in tho light of 
those facts it neems almost a oriminal matter 
to ynite ia tho bonds of wodlook parties who 
cpring from such o diseased xpot.—New 
Haven Register.

COURTREY'S CHARGES AGAINST THX TORONTO 
PAMTY. 

Tho following ststement is said to have 
beon mado by Courtney on Saturday morning 
last to one of the Hop Bittora man’s repre- 
sontatives. It is alloged that it was taken 
down In writing at the timo and road at the 
moeoting to night: 

Marvitre, Ohautauqua County.—Obarles 
E, Courtney says—That on the 12th day of 
September, 1879, at about 9 p.m., at the 
Brackett Houso, Rooheater, N.Y., in room 14, 
he thigks, Edward Hanlanand Dayid Ward, 
of Toronto, were present with him, it being 
his room and they having called thero to see 
him. Ward did about oll the talking, but 
Hanlan romained present and heard it all. 


Ward easid—* This fellow” (meaning 
Haplap, as no ono elso was present) 
“won't go ithero (moaning to the 
proposed race at Chautauqua, between 


Havlan and me, for which we had signed 
articlos that day.) Ward continued, *' it boing 
a nico bit of money, it’s too bad not to goand 
got it; and you ond he oan cut the purse in 
two.” Ho oleo eald something about bie 
(Hanlan’s) boing pig-beaded, I didn’t saya 
word, I lothim (Ward) do all tho talking, 
I was suffering torribly that night from a boil, 
and bad just had it lanood before I left 
home by Ds.

I expect to be able to prove that 
Ward wrote to Now York that if ho could fix 
the race he would telegraph ‘I havo bought

The Hanlan Club never did row a square 
race.

Mr, Davis, of Windsor, Oat., then mado a 
statement. He eaid that when ho came last 
Monday evening ho was surprised to hear 
from Ward that he feared that Courtney 
would not startin the race, Hoe asked Ward 
why. Ward eoid Mr. Brieter had called on 
him several times and was very anxious to 
arrango that Oourtney could win tho race. 
Brister stated that if defeated it would ond 
Courtney's career, but if permitted to win the 
raco he would still hold a place as a souller, 
Davis went on: ‘I told Ward that Hanlan 
could and ehould beat this man ag far as ho 
could, which would be halfa mile or more, 
bat probably Courtney would tumble 
ont.

him that, taking that view of tho case, I 
was prepared to mako him very large offers 
for the ploasure, during the coming winter, of 
looking back at hia (Courtney's) defeat, I 
mot Mr. Brister yesterday morning in the 
telegraph office, down stairs, and for tho firat 
time had any conversation with him I over 
had on this or any race. Brister at onoe 
asked mo if I was prepared to moet their 
views. I told him that I understood their 
viowa were that Oourtnoy was to win the race, 
and would not start under apy other condi- 
tions. Ho eaid they wero prepared to givo 
me half of the prize if Courtnoy were allowed 
to win, and that Courtney would give Hanlan 
a letter to that effect, and he requested me 
to draft a letter, which I did, and 
wrote on telegraph blank, Brister 
took it and mot mo again in on 
hour on the wharf, and told me Courtnoy 
would not do it unless he had o similar 
document from Hanlon, I told him to go 
away, to got their man ready, to get him out 
when the rofereo called, and that wo would 
give thom nothing.

THE LAMBTON 


‘Trint Postponed Until 
zes—Tho Detence Wants to 
rove the Prisoner's Kusanity. 

Tononto, Ontario, —Mr. Dalton McCarthy, 
Q. O., renewed his application at the Assizes 
on Saturday for a postponement of the trial 
of Robert Do Courolor, charged with the 
murder of his brother Edward at Lambton 
Mills. Ho explained to the Court that he 
had fyled an affidavit mado by a modloal 
gontleoman who had expressed tho opinion 
that the prisoner at the time of the murder 
waa unable to understand tho gravity of the 
act which he committed, Ho had also fyled 
On affidavit of Mr. Pearson, solicitor for 
the prisonor, which set forth that time 
would bo necessary to find out tho history of 
the prisoner in order to be able to show that 
he was intane when he committed the act, 
eepecially as his father and mother wero 
dead, and tho only relativo he had living 
was a minor, from whom no such informa- 
tion could bo obtained, Tho prisoner's 
fatbor had committed suicide by taking 
prussio acid, and it was well known that 
insanity was hereditary, He drow His Lord- 
ship's attention to sovoral recent cases where 
it had been decided, that though justice 
should bo adminietered as promptly as 
possible, yot the interests of prisoners, 
especially those accused of capital offences, 
should not be saorifoed, 

Mr. Invina, Q. O., said that the Crown 
would be propared to go on with the cage on 
Monday or Taosday, but, of course, It was in 
tho diecretion of tho Conrt to grant or refase 
tho application. 

His Lonpsme said be had read tho afil- 
davits alluded to, The modiosl gentleman 
had given it as his opinion that the prisoner 
was not responsible for tho act at tho time of 
the maurdor; and considering that it had 
only recently occurred, and that very littl 
timo had been allowed to prepare evidence, 
ho was reluctant to let the case bo pressed, 
It was desirable that justice should be 
administered as promptly as possible, but it 
Wao much moro desirable that the interoats 
ol prisoners whould be protected. He would 
therefore grant the opplication for a post- 
ponement of the trial until noxt assizog.

Iker Depnriare for England in 
Sarmatian, 
Qoxnzo,October,—Her Royal Highness the 
Priucoss Louie loft this morning in the mail 
steamship Sarmatian for England, on a visit 
to tho Qacen.

the eteam yacht. A numberof oflicers of the 
militia and local dignitaries were at the land. 
ing. Her Royal Highness shook handa with 
Colonela Dacheenay, Strange, Montizambert, 
and Blanchet (Speaker of the House of Com- 
mons), and other gentlemen. Oheora were 
given us the yacht left the wharf. A large 
party of Jadies and gentlemen had already 
gone out from this side to the Sarmatian to 
wish tho Princess bon voyage.

In the Officers’ Mess. 


On Tuesday evening last the officers 
of the 49th battalion assembled in Flint 
& Jellett’s hall, Stirling, with a number 
of invited guests, to enjoy their first 
apnual dinner, The hall was very taste- 
fully decorated for the occasion, On 
entering, the first thing that attracted 
the gaze was the embellishments at the 
opposite end of the room, which consisted 
of a British crown, underneath which 
was a portrait of the queen, and under- 
neath this again the letters “V.R.,” 
formed into a beautiful monogram. A 
background was supplied by two large 
flags, gracefully festooned against the 
wall. Underneath the whole were the 
words * Lorne and Louise,” and above, 
almost touching the ceiling, was a half- 
cire’e, made of entire webs of blue and 
scarlet cloth; on this were the words 
“ God save the queen,” the letters being 
whiie, raised; and spangled with tinsel ; 
(he crown and monogram were of the 
same, the whole presenting a beautiful 
and glittering appearance in the abund- 
ant light afforded by six or eight chan-} 
deliers suspended throughout the room, 
containing from two to six lamps each. 
The two eastern corners of the room were 
filled with artificial groves of evergreens ; 
the windows were all bordered with the 
same, and a plentiful supply was placed 
along the ceilings and walls, while the 
bandstand, erected in the north-west 
corner, was fuirly submerged in scarlet 
and evergreens, All around the walls, 
in large, plain letters, were the names of 
various British and Canadian military 
heroes, besides the different Canadian 
engagements from the war of 1812 to 
the present time, Conspicuous among 
them was the line, at the back of the 
room: “HH, M. 49th Princess Charlotte 
regiment, or Green Tigers,” The 
whole decorations reflect great eredit 
upon the taste and skill of Sergt..Major 
Bland, of Belleville, who painted the 
mottoes, and Mr. Wm, Mitchell, of Stir- 
ling, who superintended the arrangement 
of the room. 

Mr. A. G. Scott, of the Stirlingshouse, 
catered to the company, and the tubles 
were literally loaded with viands dainty 
enough to tempt the appetite of the most 
fastidious epicure.

GREAT W ERN 
RAILWAYS.

Meetlug of Great W 
whe midont 


(Reported for the Globo.) 

Loxpon, Thursday, Oot, 2, 1879.—Tho 
special goneral meoting of tho proprictors of 
the Great Western Railway of Canada, 
called by the Directors to diecuss tho 
question of fusion with tho Grand Tronk 
Company, was hold to-day at tho Oan- 
non street hotel, Tho chair was taken 
by Gol. Franola Groy, the nowly olected 
President of the Company, at ono o'clock, 
The attendance was numorous, tho hall 
boing fairly woll filled, ond moat of tho 
woll known and influontial shareholders 
were present, Mr. Ohildora occupied a weat 
in the body of the room, some distanco 
from the Directors’ table, Tho procesdings 
woro unusually long and noisy. They began 
by tho President calling upon Mr. B. Baker, 
tho Secretary, to read tho notice convening 
tho meoting, and this haying been dono, and 
tho report being takon ne read, 

Tho Cuarmaan said that in the first place 
he had to thank the shareholders for attend- 
ing there at that very unseasonable timo. 
Were it not for the very grave interests at 
stake, affecting every individual then present, 
and affecting the Company which he and hia 
colloaguos wero bound in honor to servo, 
they might be quito suro ho would have had 
no pars in oalling them there. Aftor 
some profatory remarks, Ool. Groy, in 
speaking to the quostion before tho 
meeting, went on to say that it 
might be asked how it was the Grand Truvk 
Directors made thia preposterous proporal. 
Suilice it for the Great Western proprictors 
that the Grand Trank Board regarded tho 
interests of theirsharoholders, It was truo 
thoy said it would bo for tho interest of both 
Companies, and furthor, thoy stated it was 
yory much more for tho intorest of the Great 
Weatern than for the Grand Trunk, He was 
nota oynlo, but he did not look for philanthro- 
py to a joint stock company. Those 
gontleomon who were in that room 
in 1866 would remombor tho observations 
made by one gentleman who was as well 
qualified to give them—Sir Francis Head, 
who from the first had been in favor of 
amalgamation. Ho said, **Do not go and 
make an amalgamation agreement firat and 
then go and aek for legal sanction after- 
words.” He made also some observations 
astotho tone in which tho Grand Trunk 
thought proper to come to us, That tone 
they must have observed in tho recent cor- 
respondonce had not improved at all, and 
was, he might eay, very dictatorial, But 
ho was glad to say that the proxles they 
had received were euch as to enable him 
not to do what-otherwise ho might have 
had to do, that was to question very c'osely 
the conduct of tho Grand Trunk on the 
matter, not only as to the method but also 
aatothe language omployed in the corre- 
spondence, He might as well toll them at 
oncd that the proxies wero twenty to 
one in their favor. (Oheers) Moro- 
over, of the minority, by far the 
greater part were proxies from Grand Trunk 
Railway shareholders, He did not wish to 
say one word against the Grand Trunk, bat 
he intended to do what the Board did not feol 
justified in doing in their report, go into 
some detail on the qnestion, Jor a moment 
he would suppose that they had got the 
legislative sanction, and would ask them to 
look at things as they were, and ho had no 
hesitation in saying that ho could show 
them that fusion was very far from wise. It 
was quite true that Sir H. Tylor took the 
opposito viow, and that very positivoly. 
He said in his lettor, * that tho advantages 
to bs obtained from tho fusion of the ro- 
ceipts, and from united management in 
0 nota question of confidence but 
of osloulation, and that the Grand Tronk 
Board did not overestimate it ig abundantly 
proved by figures whioh our officials in 
Oanada have recently worked out and carofully 
elaborated in accordance with instruotions.” 
But he docs not supplemont his statement 
by any table of his figures, He (the speaker) 
was not carefal to dispute his statement, He 
might, however, say that they did not run 
duplicate trains. They minded their own 
business. ('' Ob, oh.”) And he conld tell 
them that out of all the stations. on 
the Great Western lino they only touched 
the Grand Trunk at nino, and at only 
three of those would it bo practicable to 
consolidate the stations, aud that only by 
considerable capital outlay, Sir H. Tyler 
had sald that there would be great in- 
crease of receipts from traflico, which could 
be diverted from other lines and thrown upon 
the railway of the Grand Trunk by the Great 
Woatern, and vice versa. Now, given an 
honest and intelligent manager, there wero 
just two requisites for railway succces, 
‘These are good trafflo and good rates, and 
these two requisitos were only to bo obtained 
in two ways, viz , good traffic by many ous- 
tomers and good rates by fow gompetitors, 
Ifthey spplied theso maxims to their own 
caso, they would eurely be quite convinced 
whether their polloy was good or bad. 
They had on the one hand threo good con- 
nections, the New York Oontral, tho Hrio, 
ond the Grand Trunk. If they aliled 
themselves with tho Grand ‘'runk thoy 
would lose two of thoir connections, and 
convert one of them from being their 
friond into a competitor, and in fact they 
would acquire two competitors, Therefore 
thoy would be going ns ontirely wrong as it 
was possible for themtogo. In their own 
distriot it wae their duty and policy to divide 
competitive traffic wherever thoy could, and 
that they offered todo. If, on the other hand, 
they allied themsolves with the Grand Trunk, 
it wos true that thoy put a stop to competition 
with them, bat they would immediately in- 
crease the competition with other lines that 
wore now to a certain oxtent their allies, If 
they looked westward thoy wonld see the samo 
thing took place.

tradioting thoallegation. Ho thought there 
must havo been a little inspiration about that 
tologram, and tho author of it must ocrodit the 
public horo with a very short momory, for it 
was not two months since Sir Honry Tylor 
wroto to the /'imes on tho subject. As to their 
local rateu,thoy wore gu bigh as they could 
fix thom, and it was owlng to thelr through 
rates that they suffored. All that they 
could do was to sot tho oxamplo by offering
